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WSB Heads Resign; 


Propose Scrapping 


All Wage Controls 


Others Expected to Quit 


Board; Future of WSB 


Highly Uncertain 


Washington, Oct. 10—(AP)— 


The preferred resignations of the 
two industry members of the Wage 
Stabilization Board threw that 
agency nto uncertainty today over 
its future status. 


Chairman W. Willard Wirtz said 


"we are assuming there will be no 
meetings" of the regional boards, 
whose in ustry representatives are 
expected to follow the lead of Earl 
N. Cannot, and A. Colman Barrett 
on the Washington panel. 


The resignations of Barrett and 


Cannon, submitted to President 
Truman by letter, become effective 
today if the president a'ccepts 
them. The departing members pro- 
posed scranpmg of all wage con- 
trols and renewed their stand that 
the tri-partite form of board set 
up in wartime is no longer ap- 
propriate. 


Board Waits 


The board, meantime, was in the 


position of having to wait for 
President Truman to decide what 
will become of it and of the ad- 
ministration's wage control policy. 
Some business and labor leaders 
have demanded an immediate end 
of the wage-price program. 


Charles G. Ross, White House 


press secretary, said today that 
Truman has read the joint letter 
of resignation from the industry 
representatives but has "taken no 
action on it". 


Asked if copies of the letter were 


available, Ross said it "isn't avail- 
able here now—not at this time". 


The letter was said to describe 


the wage hoard's position as un- 
tenable at present and to contend 
that continued wage controls are 
inappropriate and inadvisable. 


The recent order of reconversion 


director John R. Steelman. in ef-

The cost of eating out went up 
today "as restaurant 
operators

Joint Army Air Forces Signal 


Corps observers at White Sands, 
3ST. M., reported to Camp Evans, 
U. S. Signal Corps laboratory at 
Belmar, N. J., that they contacted 
the meteor shoxvers with radar at 
varied distances from 45 to 190 
miles. 


The display resulted as the earth 


came within 131,000 miles of the 
spot in space through which the 
comet passed eight days ago. 


The meteors were shed by the 


comet and formed part of its tail. 
Those seen on the earth were those 
caught by the earth's gravitation- 
al pull and consumed for the most 
part as they plunged through the 
earth's air shell, the friction be- 
tween the solid mater and the,air 
causing the brilliant burning. 


Counts Flashes 


Wagner Schlesmger, director of 


the Adler planetarium in Chicago, 
said he counted 149 flashing pro- 
jectiles in a 10-minule neak period 
starting at 9:49 p.m. CST and said 
the display was unmatched in this 
country during the present cen- 
tury.

Paris, Oct. 10—(AP)—The Unit- 


ed 
States 
and 
Britain joined 


forces to day in calling upon the 
Soviet union and the Slav states 
to remove a barrier between the 
east and the west with positive 
peace conference action on opening 
the Danube to free commerce. 


U. S. Senator Arthur H. Van- 


denberg (R-Mich) led off the ple- 
nary session's deliberations on the 
Romanian peace treaty draft by 
declaring a "free Danube is indis- 
pensable to the economic health 
and peace of central Europe" and 
that failure to open Europe's most 
important inland waterway would 
be a "tragic, reactionary mistake". 


Vandenberg's 
plea brought a 


prompt rejoinder from Yugoslav 
Deputy Premier Edvard Kardelj, 
who attacked the majority report 
of the Balkans commission on two 
articles in the draft dealing with 
the Danube. He held that the con- 
ference was not "competent to 
deal with the Danube question" 
and said Yugoslavia deserved a 
greater Danubian role because "50 
percent of its course is through 
Yugoslav territory". 


Vandenberg was the first speak- 


er as the .conference., with the 
.Italian treaty out of'tlie way, "took 
up the second of the five drafts 
before it. -He was joined In his 
plea for free commerce on the 
Danube and free trade throughout 
the Balkan nations by British 
Foreign Secreatry Ernest Bevin.

Horse Meat 


New York, 
Oct 
10—(AP)— 


Iowa State gridders are going- to 
be served horsemeat. but most 
other college football squads gen- 
erally haven't reached that stage 
—yet. 


Tex Oliver, coach at the Uni- 


versity of Oregon, gave a typical 
reaction to the news that the 
first shipment of horsemeat—a 
ISO-pound hind quarter—had ar- 
nvea m Ames, la., for the Iowa 
State training table. 


"We believe in red meat even 


if its horse or goat meat." Oliver 
declared. "But we haven't had to 
eat that yet." 


The meat shortage has reduced 


the Indiana gridders of the West- 
ern conference to eating chicken, 
but eai-ly replies to an A&soci- 
ated Press survey indicate that 
while meat is increasingly diffi- 
cult to obtain, so far most schools 
have been able to get it 


Some—like Ohio State and Ne- 


braska—have their own supply 
and expect no trouble. At OSU, 
the Ohio State agriculture school 
furnishes meat from its cattle. 
Nebraska Coach Bernie Master- 
•on aaid the university had pur- 


chased beef at the Nebraska state 
fair and it should last the Corn- 
huskers a long time.
